more favorable figures— namely, Hamburg, Altona, Kiel, Cassel, 
Elberfeld, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Charlottenburg (with 17 per thou- 
sand), and Schflneberg (with 12.6). London, Paris, and Vienna also 
had lower rates of mortality than Berlin. But the following towns 
had a considerably higher death rate than that of this city: Munich, 
Stuttgart, Carlsruhe, Dresden, Bremen, Konigsberg, Kixdorf (with 
28.6), Nuremberg, Brunswick, Hanover, Magdeburg, Leipsic, Cologne, 
and Dusseldorf (with 46 per thousand). The death rate of infants rose 
from 6.8 to 10.8 per year and thousand. 

Acute intestinal diseases showed a marked increase as compared 
with the preceding week, causing 327 deaths, against 188 in the fore- 
going week. Nineteen adults and 161 infants succumbed to cholerine. 
Acute diseases of the respiratory organs claimed 56 victims. There 
were also registered 70 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 65 deaths 
from cancer, 19 deaths from measles, 9 deaths from scarlet fever, 6 
deaths from diphtheria; and, finally, 24 persons died by violence.
